WORDS WORTHY OF HIS ANCESTORS 


T 


HE following excerpt from the address of ex-Gov- 


ernor Adams of Colorado, delivered at the old 


soldiers' reunion at Dodge City, indicates that he has 
some of the old Adams qualities in his constitution as 
well as blood in his veins. It is an oration worthy of his 
ancestors: 


"There is nothing the matter with Kansas. The very 


very winds that sweep over its prairies are charged with 
patriotism. 
It was from Kansas soil that old 'Osawa- 


tomie' Brown, drew inspiration and moral courage to as- 
sail the institution 'of slavery with twenty-three men. 
Kansas is a state where men dare to be free, 'dare to be 
cranks, dare to stand for the rights of men, alone with 
the 'Almighty. .It was your Kansas Governor who took 
up the fight against the greatest monopoly of the age. 
That he may not have won the first engagement does 
not stamp out the movement as defeat. * * * * Great ar- 
mies cannot remain idle. Battleships are a temptation to 
test their powers. 
The boy who" carries a chip on his 


shoulder gets into many unnecessary difficulties. Military 
power is the nation's substitute for justice. 
"When jus- 


tice reigns the mission of the soldier ends. 
The 'big 


stick' is well enough when dealing with buccaneers and 
law .breakers,, but to obtrude it where brothers meet 
"and friendly nations confer is a survival 
of barbarism. 


Let us -ring out the age of the bully and ring in the age 'of 
the golden rule. In the turbulent days of Dodge-City and 
the west, he who carried no weapon was in no personal 
danger. A nation that/carried no guns would be respect- 
ed for its courage and never would be invadeJ. To pro- 
tect such a nation the moral influence of the world would 
be united, and no war lord would dare invade its territory 
or trespass .upon its rights. 
Switzerland has no army, 


but even the kaiser dare not send a soldier across its 
boundary. . Before Columbus sailed little Portugal had 
pjanted its flag upon, the Madeiras and other isles, and 
tben/upon the pathway of the seas, and unprotected for 
more than 400 years, '"no nation had the temerity to pull 
down the Portuguese flag. Those who are prepared and 
look for a fight generally find it. Half the homicides in 
America are pitiful and unnecessary, clue to the unlawful 
carrying of weapons. 
While fighting is wicked, it is de- 


basing not to want to fight when rights are invaded." 


RUSSIA'S BUREAUCRACY 


F the peace conference between the envoys of Russia 
and Japan result in a disagreement, the people of Russia 


will have the bureaucracy to thank. The grand dukes are 
in the saddle and having nothing to lose by continuing the 
war .however hopeless the struggle, they will favor fighting 
to the ''last ditch. The masses of the people of the Czar's 
dominion are' of little consequence to the aristocratic ring 
•whiclvcontrols the government and the burdens of the war 
in either victory or defeat will not fall upon them. 


They hope; by keeping the attention of the people dis- 


tracted by war, that they can stamp out reform movement 
at home arid more firmly entrench themselves in power. 
By appeals to national pride they have succeeded in neu- 
tralizing the work of the reform leaders and postponing the 
•flay "of final settlement for the- wrongs they have inflicted 
upon the Russian peasantry. In.the event of a victory for 
Russia/over Japan they will have the prestige that nat.u- 
urally follows the successful prosecution of a foreign war, 
however, sang-uinary or disastrous it: may have been. 


The war was certainly forced upon Japan by this same 


bureaucracy that now refuses to compromise upon a basis 
which, in view of {he uninterrupted successes of Japan 
•Would seern to the unprejudiced to be .fair. 


THE FOUR POWERS OF THE WORLD 


U 


NDER all the circumstances must we not acknowledge 


that, since the temporary effacement of Russia 


from the list, there are left only four great powers 'on 
earth — to-wit, Japan, in the Orient, Germany on the Eu- 
.ropean continent:, England by virtue of her insular in- 
violability and her globe-encircling possessions, and the 
'.United States in the new world? 
And if there be left 


also anywhere a 'moral influence that can stay the arm 
of the strong and say to the seemingly omnipotent. Ihus 
far Shalt thou go and no farther, must we not look for it 
on this side .of the Atlantic and recognize its soxirce in 
^Washington ? 


" IT Is a great satisfaction to learn that although Japan 


•and Russia are slow in coming to terms-, the two Indian 
tribes that have just held a peace pow-wow at Reno lost 
little time in reaching a settlement satisfactory, to all 
concerned. Soxfar as reported there has been no cession 
of^territory, no recognition of 'spheres of influence, no 
-payment of indemnity, but the Indians are joyful arid at 
I 


the completion 'of their conference they arranged for a 
^rarivl dance and jubilation. Thus the noble fed 'men, In 
"buryjnjj the hatchet—not literally in one another's skulls, 
but metaphorically. In the ground, have set a fine exam- 
ple to ;the representatives of the two great nations now 
bargaining s,t Portsmouth.—Sacramento Bee.
